Sir J, A. Muodonald said if the Company 
bad any legal righta tl)cy would be resnected 
The charter granted by' King Charles 11 
covered bat a very small portion of Iho 
oountiy. For years and years Canada has 
wanted lo get po.Hsossion of that counliy, for 
they felt the oecesaiiy for buvingun extension 
for tho future teoir ing population of Wosturo 
Uanado. In consequence of this, the young 
men o( Canada, instead of going inio those 
snsalUltolaiedi^truots of land, went to the ex- 
pansive prairies of the Great West, where 
tbey would not have Ihe labor ol clearing 
',ho forest. Thirty thousand young men Iroiii 
Lower Canadu alone were in. tho Unit' d 
S'atcs. It wo do not embrace this oppor- 
tuaily, it may never return ; fcr nil iho power 
ol Eogliind nnay not siive it Iruin the United 
Siatos if we allow it to go out of our gra*p 
We would be fulsc to ourselves, and f;|tl8e to 
everything that would make usi respeot^blo 
ia tbe eyes ot tbe world, it we negleoted this 
opportunity. 

They should not roluse this North-Wost 
Territory, even il it involved a oonaiilcrabio 
sum ol inooeyt The United States paid a 
hirgo sum of money (or a couotiy from 
Runsiii, and they would pay the ^^Ijt^of -Cana- 
da furty times ovor to got that country ; and, 
are wo to be afraid of a sum of money when 
wo get a whole continent for it. After wo 
get Ihut country hundreds of thousands of 
our Canadian population would go llietB, 
besidos emigrants from Great Britain, Gor- 
mnny, Norway and Sweden. It had bocn 
said that the proposition lornierly was that 
ne Bbould only lake that purliun ol iho 
country wbiob waa fit for actual si ttlenuut, 
and let the Hudson's Bay Com pony keep tho 
rest ; but what wus tho very first propositio i 
submitted at tho Quebec Conlorencu? It 
woa that we should einbrsoe tho whole of 
British America in our scheme. It was per- 
fectly well underdlooil, when tho echeina wus 
submitted to the t'arliament and people of 
Canada, tbat the l>cidropl^oib^ complement, 
and fnll design of th^^vobcme-^be ii for the 
weal or the woe of British America — ■> a* 
that it should include the whole of Biiikiii 
Ainericii, from Ibo Atlantic to tho Pacilio. 

Dr Tu iiper auid he felt bound in honor lo 
support these rcsoIuiiuDS. The Deieg.itos al 
tlie Quebec Conference had deolareii to ilie 
American Uepublic aod to the world that 
wo inti'nded, so lar as lay in our power, to 
hand down animpaired to bur children tlie 
pncola^s. inestimaljlo blessings wo had in>< 
herited from the parent State, and it was 
placed liro-idly on iho face of the policy llieu
